Mexican grants and every State and

where 


there has been land open to pre- 
emption, hns witnessed the most out- 
ragtous swindles under the color of law 
Tha land laws of the United States were 
bpecially designed to benefit the actual 
settler, to provide a home for whoever 
would go on to the land with his house- 
hold goods and there live, but these 
laws have been used by land grabbers 
ta absorb into a few hands vast tracts of 
the public domain for speculation 
There is a mobt pressing need of a 
thorough investigation into the way in 
which the design of the law has been 
circumvented, and while the agents of 
the TJand Office are about it we iimte 
the*, o come out to this State and look 
into the business here 
A gentleman of 


our acquaintance, a few months ago, 
started out to find and locate a quarter 
section of timber laud somewhere north 
>si Beno 
He spent two weeks in the 


•?*Bt forests that cover the eastern di 
vision of the Sierras, laying partly m 
Nevada, but was unable to find a single 
vacant quarter sectior of good timber 
tvithin smy miles of Eeno 
The whole 


country was located 
He brought m a 


long list of the names of these locators, 
and found that in every instance thi 
claims had been assigned to one firm 
and now believes that more than ume- 
(enths of those locations were fraudu- 
lent, that the persons making them 
vrere aliens and were hired to do this 
work at monthly wag u 
The people of 


Eeno and the lurronndmg country are 
very much interested in this matter 
If 


ever the Nevada and Oregon Railroad 
is built (which we hope it will be) we 
could draw our timber supplies from 
the region to the north of us at much 
lower rates than it will be furnished 
from up the Truckee, at least m a few 
years, provided (and here is where the 
pinch comes) the timber was owned by 
a number of persons, but if it is held, 
<is we ha^ e reason to believe it now is, 
by oie firm, we are at the mercy of a 
monopoly that has shown its ability to 
charge "what the traffic will bear " We 
suggest to the people of this county that 
they get up and forward to \V ashing ton(a 
full statement of this maffai, and ask 
tb» Secretary of the Interior to send out 
a special agent to investigate this whole 
business by which the people ha^e 
been iobb«d of a great tract of valuable 
limber, or perhaps it would be veil to 
have the petition presented directly to 
Congress I rom this northern belt our 
future supply of lumber must come and 
not only ours bat that for the people of 
all that portion of the Stats that draws 
its supplies by way of the Central Paci- 
fic 
We are quite certain that if this 


matter was honestly investigated these 
bogus locations would bo declared void 
and this timber tract tnrown open to 
location by bona fide settlers The press 
and people of the State should make a 
v.gorous move in this matter, for it 
concerns intimately the piospenty and 
cemenience of a groat number of per- 
sons

He may negotiate enough to

Humboldt County Scrip. 
The Wmnemucca Silver State of Sat- 


urday says 
" Yesterday inaugurated a 


new era in the financial history of Hum- 
boldt county 
Warrants were issued by 


the Auditor for claims allowed by the 
Commissioners, and for the first time in 
the history of the county those'warrants 
were sought for by the moneyed men at 
par 
Tha warrants draw interest at the 


rate of ten per cent per annum and 
while money is apparently scarce, sev- 
eral weie buying the -warrants as an in- 
vestment 
In early days when warrants 


were first issued in this county, they 
sold for one-tenth of their face value in 
com 
In those days a box of candles, 


worth in cash at the stores $8 50, cost 
the county $120 in scrip, and as the 
scrip was not redeemed for two or three 
years, the interest amounted to $30 or 
$40. After the railroad was built the 
county was virtually out of delt, yet 
scrip sold for 75 or 80 cents on the dol- 
lar 
In 1873 the Court-house was buslt, 


and though the debt incurred in erect- 
ing it was funded, the floating indebted- 
ness increased and kept on increasing 
until quite r<*rently and warrants sold 
for 90 cents until about 18 months ago, 
when 95 cants was paid for large pieces 
of scrip 
The warrants issued now will 


probably be redeemed next December, 
when taxes for the current year are paid 
into the Treasuiy
